Worth Much More 

Although Professor Places Value Of 
Good Farm Wife At $69 ‘ 

The sunrise of the atomic age has 
not obliterated sheer stark courage. 
George A. Pond, Professor of Agri¬ 
cultural Economics at the University 
of Minnesota, has the bedrock forti¬ 
tude that enables a David to face a 
fearsome adversary. He has calculat¬ 
ed that a farmer’s wife, if a good 
one, is worth $69,000. In the course 
of his work, Professor Pond asked 
farm account keepers to tell him 
how much their wives co-operated in 
running their farms. It was revealed 
that those who said the “co-opera¬ 
tion of the wife was the keynote” 
made an average of $2,760 a year 
more than the group that reported 
their wives “did not co-operate ex¬ 
tensively.” Thus, if a farmer had an 
investment that would bring him 
$2,760 at 4 per cent., he’d need $69,- 
000. Therefore, if there’s anything in 
logic, a farm wife is worth that sum. 

It seems to us that this is a con¬ 
servative figure. Without going into 
the question of how one would deter¬ 
mine the value of city and suburban 
wives, $2,760 a year is a modest 
sum for a lady who runs a house, 
takes care of children, looks after 
the chickens, heats the milk and 
bottle-feeds orphan lambs, helps in

Sprinkle with salt and pepper and brown on both sides in hot fat. Cover 
and bake in moderate oven (350 deg. F.) about 45 minutes. Garnish with 
apple slices which have been sauteed in hot fat. Yield: 4 servings.

34 cup bran 34 teaspoon poultry seasoning

American, Golfers To Compete With 

Britain Next Year For Trophy 

NEW YORK.—Eight top American 
amateur golfers are going to Britain 
next year in an attempt to bring 
back the United States golf associa¬ 
tion international trophy — better 
known as the Walker Cup. 

This was disclosed by the U.S.G.A.. 
which announced that the interna¬ 
tional matches between amateui 
teams of Britain and the United 
States would be resumed at St. An¬ 
drews, Scotland, May 16 and 17, 1947. 

The trophy has remained in Brit¬ 
ain since 1938, when the British team 
scored its first victory in the series, 
defeating the Americans at St. An¬ 
drews, seven matches to four, with 
one halved. 

War broke out in Europe before 
the teams could get together for 
their next meeting in the series, 
scheduled at St. Paul, Minn., in 1940. 
No Walker Cup matches have been 
held since. 

The custom has been to alternate 
the matches between Britain and the 
United States and, since the first 
three meetings to hold them every 
second year.

LITTLE SILVER MINE 

United States WAA Discovered 
De-saltlng Kit Bags Were 
Valuable 

Discovery of what amounted to a 
little silver mine in war surpluses 
was reported by the United States 
War Assets Administration. 

Milton Hammer, WAA official, 
said the agency some time ago be¬ 
came suspicious of purchaser inter¬ 
est in surplus de-salting kit, used to 
make sea water drinkable. 

Thereupon he had the £its assayed 
by the Bureau of Standards and 
found that five ounces of silver- 
worth several dollars—could be ex¬ 
tracted from each kit. They had sold 
for as little as five cents each. 

Hammer related the "silver rush” 
story to the House surplus property 
committee. 

Prospective purchasers, he said, 
proceeded in their negotiations with 
WAA for thousands of the kits on 
a theory that the agency did not 
know the silver could be removed. 

Not one prospective purchaser told 
the agency “there is silver in them 
there kits,” he said. One purchaser 
said he wanted the kits because of | 
the pretty little bags they were put 
up in. 

Immediately upon the report from 
the Bureau of Standards, Hammer | 
said, he froze the 235,000 kits the 
surplus agency still had on hand. 

Now, he said, the WAA has offer¬ 
ed the kits to the highest bidders, 
with a bottom price of $3.75 each. 
He expressed the opinion that the 
government will get at least $4 for 
each kit. They cost the government 
$20 each. They are being sold on 
the basis of their silver content.

Now that penicillin can be obtain¬ 
ed by a hospital or by any doctor 
qualified to prescribe it for his pa¬ 
tient, the most rigorous precautions 
are taken to keep it without blemish. 

Penicillin, which destroys various 
bacteria which are harmful to man, 
has its own enemies among them. 
Therefore, to keep them out of ac¬ 
tion, the chambers where the penicil¬ 
lin is at last made ready have glass- 
lined walls and ceilings, and floors 
where the bacteria cannot find a| 
crevice to hide in. All who enter the 
chambers wear sterilized shoes, 
clothing, hoods, and gloves. Sterile

Return To Bikini 

Says Natives Think Of The Island 
As A Gold Mine 

It is quite probable that the natives 
of Bikini who moved off the island 
for the underwater atomic bomb test 
will return there since Bikini is to 
them a gold mine, Air Vice-Marshal 
E. W. Stedman, who was present at 
both the Bikini tests, told a gather¬ 
ing in Ottawa. 

Asked if, as it turned out, the de¬ 
cision to move the inhabitants of Bi¬ 
kini off the island for the test had 
been wise, the speaker agreed that 
it had. For one thing he said, the 
shower of water which fell on the is¬ 
land after the underwater blast was 
heavy, and for another thing a great 
deal of radioactive water had been 
washed over the reef and would have 
been unsafe for anyone living there. 


MIGHT BE POSSIBLE 

But Colonizers Of Moon Would Have 
To Breathe Artificial Air 

In 100 years’ time, instead of "go 
west, young man,” it may be "go up, 
young man.” 

Eager young scientists belonging 
to the British interplanetary society 
claim that colonization of the moon 
is not beyond the bounds of possibil¬ 
ity. 

They say they are confident a 
spaceship will reach the moon with* 
in the, next 20 or 30 years. After 
that—well, almost anything is pos¬ 
sible. But of one thing they are cer¬ 
tain: colonizers of the moon will 
breathe artificially. They are satisfied 
there is no air there. 

“It Is quite possible to land on the 
moon,” said L. J. Carter, secretary 
of the society, “but special precau¬ 
tions will be necessary because there 
is no air, no water and no erosion. 
And there are craters so vast that 
when viewed from one side the other 
side would be below the horizon.” 

Mr. Carter said there was prob¬ 
ably no life on the moon—as we 
know it. He did not discount the pos¬ 
sibility that creatures living on 
something "other than air” might 
exist. 

Members of the interplanetary so¬ 
ciety work in their spare time and 
without laboratories to gain more 
knowledge of lunar conditions and of 
the possibility of travel between the 
planets. 

Some scientists have tied down 
moon travel to a few years hence, 
but the society is not so optimistic 
as that. 

“Although we can say that re¬ 
search is coming along very, very 
rapidly, it may be 20 or 30 years be¬ 
fore a spaceship can reach the 
moon,” Mr. Carter said. "Any one of 
our members would willingly risk his 
life on the first trial trip.”

Have Appeared On The New Zealand 
Market 

AUCKLAND, N.Z.—The first post¬ 
war Canadian automobiles have only 
recently appeared on the New Zea¬ 
land market, almost a year later than 
those from Britain. Cars from the 
United States still have not started 
to arrive. 1 

Canadian cars which have so far 
arrived are all of one make and are 
assembled at the firm’s works in New 
Zealand. Before the end of the year 
fairly large supplies of several makes 
are expected however. 

Standard model Canadian cars 
available are selling at about $2,250. 
This is higher than the price for 
popular types of small English cars 
of eight and 10 horsepower which 
sell at about $1,600 to $1,900, but 
compares favorably with the larger 
English cars. 

Next to the United States and 
Canada there were more cars per 
capita in New Zealand than in any 
other country before the war. Al¬ 
though its population is still below 
1,750,000, dealers estimate that there 
is an immediate market for 100,000 
cars in the Dominion if they could 
be supplied. 

In 1938, the last full importing 
year, Canada supplied New Zealand 
with 7,697 unassembled and 39 as¬ 
sembled cars. This was well behind 
the 17,000 cars imported from Brit¬ 
ain, but ahead of the 2,600 from the 
United States.

Nation Of Vegetarians? 


Figures Indicate Canadians Eating 
More Fruit And Vegetables 

Are Canadians becoming a nation 
of vegetarians? 

Figures would tend to indicate that 
they are certainly eating more fruit 
and vegetables than ever before. 

In August of this year they ate 
l^er cent, mote fruit and vege¬ 
tables than they did in August, 1945. 
Cumulative sales for the first eight 
months of the year were 20 per cent, 
over 1945. 

Meat shortages no doubt have 
much to do with this trend but it is 
riot improbable that once the habit 
of eating more of these foods takes 
hold it will continue indefinitely. 

Today the merchandising and ser¬ 
vice# section of the Bureau of Statis¬ 
tics reports that sales of fruits and 
vegetables in Canada increased 12 
per cent, over August, 1945, with the 
western Provinces showing the larg¬ 
est gain of 20.5 per cent. 

Wholesalers of fruits and vege¬ 
tables in the Maritime provinces and 
Quebec reported an increase of 2.5 
per cent., while those in Ontario had 
sales 7 per cent, higher than in 
August a year ago.

Limited Weight For Gifts And Food 
To Be Twenty Pounds 
j OTTAWA.—The post office, de¬ 
partment announced the weight lim- 
! it for gift and food parcels addressed 
I to the United Kingdom has been lift- 
l ed from the wartime restriction of 
1 11 pounds to the normal maximum 
I weight of 20 pounds. 

I Parcels also no longer are restrict¬ 
ed to one a month and there will be 
no limit on the quantity of food in 
general or of any one foodstuff in 
particular which may be included in 
a gift parcel weighing up to the 20- 
pound limit. 

The announcement said the parcels 
must be unsolicited bona fide gifts 
and must not be imported into Brit¬ 
ain as merchandise or for sale. Each 
parcel must be clearly marked with 
the word “gift.” 

The concessions do not apply to 
parcels containing arms and am¬ 
munition, plumage, dangerous drugs 
or other articles subject to special 
I prohibition and restriction. They 
also do not relieve goods from liabil¬ 
ity of any appropriate customs duty 
or purchase tax on arrival in Britain.

Pass consumers. They, like the 
banks before them, must combat 
false propaganda. 

Icy Roads Dangerous 

The past week has shown the 
need of a sand pile which should 
be available to s and icy streets and 
thus lessen the hazards of danger¬ 
ous motoring. 

Blairmore Road saw five cars in 
the ditch due to icy road conditions. 
West Coleman witnessed one col¬ 
lision again the result of icy roads 
and some cars were unable to make 
Carbondale hill without a second 
try and this time in second gear 
before they made the crest of the 
hill. 

The town should be ready to sand 
the streets whenever they become 
dangerous to travel. One other point 
which should be kept in mind is that 
all merchants and also the school 
board having sidewalk frontage 
should have the 8 now cleaned from 
the sidewalks at the earliest pos¬ 
sible moment. A town by-law 
covers the latter point and it should 
constantly be enforced.

Hoard Of Trade 
Given AmAddress 
On Highways 

Board To Again Sponsor Rodeo; 
Dates to be August 1 and 2 Next 
Year; Colored Film Shown. 

The banquet room of the Grand 
Union hotel was filled to’capacity 
on Tuesday evening as a large 
number of the Coleman Board of 
Trade members were in attendance 
to transact important business, 
hear an address on highways by 
Alex. Snowdon, of Lethbridge 
Beard of Trade and see colored film 
through the courtesy of Mr. Gu- 
shul, of Blairmore, and Capt. F. 
Smith, of the Salvation Army. 

Chairman H. Allen called upon 
Mr. Percy Dickieson to give a re¬ 
port on the Irrigation Jubilee, 
sponsored by the Lethbridge 
Board of Trade, which was atten¬ 
ded by local representatives. H. 
Allen, J. McDonald and P. Didrie- 
son. 

Mr Dickieson praised highly the 
Lethbridge Board of Trade’s in¬ 
itiative and ability In sponsormg 
the event which brought southern 
Alberta's irrigation projects before 
the Dominion as a whole and even 
to a certain extent in the United 
States, particularly Montana. In 
attendance were the Hon. C. E. 
Howe, premier Manning, of Alber¬ 
ta and other notables from the 
Dominion and the United States. 
The speaker called upon the Cole¬ 
man Board of Trade to raise its 
sights and spend part of its energy 
in the conservation of this great 
water shed in which we reside and 
also the rehabilitation of the 
forest area which abounds around 

John McDonald, secretary of the 
Coleman Rodeo cmmittee, gave a 
report on the committee’s recent 
activities. The CPA had sent ten¬ 
tative dates to the committee, 
those being Aug. 1 and 2, Friday 
and Saturday, of 1947. The War As¬ 
sets Corporation had replied to en¬ 
quiries and stated that no fencing 
suitable for the job desired by the 
committee was available. It was 
agreed that the Board of Trade 
would again sponsor the Rodeo artd 
that the committee confirm the 
daltee of Aug. 1 and 2 with- the 
CPA. 

The principal speaker was Mr. 
Alex. Snowdon, member of the 
Lethbridge Board of Trade’s high¬ 
ways committee. He quoted at 
length numerous figures which ten¬ 
ded to show that Motor Transport 
had been instrumental in reducing 
freight rates and with improved 
highways these rates could further 
be reduced. 

. He stated that with modern 
highways Canada stood to gain at 
least 600 million dollars from the 
tourist traffic. The Alaska highway 
he described as a tourist mecca and 
traced numerous States highways 
which funnelled into southern Al¬ 
berta’s borders, thence to Leth¬ 
bridge, Calgary, Edmonton and on 
into the north and the Alaska high¬ 
way. 

He had phoned the Hon. W. L. 
Fallow the day prior to his Cole¬ 
man visit in a vain attempt to get 
some definite statement from the 
minister pertaining to the Pincher 
to the BC border road. Mr. Fallow 
had been non-committal however 
outside of revealing that the road 
from Pincher to the border had 
been re-surveyed and that should 
government machinery be available 
or even if the department could 
contract the job to a private con¬ 
tractor the work on the road would 
be started in the early spring of 
1947. 

In concluding the speaker offered 
the support of the Lethbridge Board 
of Trade in maintaining agitation 
for an improved and modern high¬ 
way from Lethbridge right to the" 
BC border and expressed the hope 
that British Columbia would see fit 
to improve their highways along 
the southern part of the province 
into Vancouver, mentioning par¬ 
ticularly the yet uncompleted 
Princeton to Hope link. 

Through the courtesy of Mr. 
Thomas Gushul who had brought 
many reels of colored film on sub¬ 
jects taken in the Pass over a 
period of years among them being 


the parade of the Coleman Rodeo 
last year, and Capt. F. Smith who 
loaned his projector, the members 
were priviledged to watch interest¬ 
ing scenes of Pass activities which 
were now history. The colored work 
in the films was very good.

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The Nuernberg Trials 

IN A WORLD WHICH HAS GROWN accustomed to events of im¬ 
mense importance following each other in quick succession, it is difficult 
at times to evaluate what is happening in terms of its effect on the future 
well-being of the world. The Nuernberg war trials have now been ended 
for some time and other news has succeeded the accounts which for 
many weeks appeared in the press, telling of the grim proceedings dealing 
with the accused leaders of Nazi Germany in the late war. It would be 
well, however, for the trials to be always remembered, for they marked 
a milestone in the course of human history, and there have been few 
events so filled with importance for this and succeeding generations as 
the dealing otit of justice to .those men who plotted together tp bring 
misery and destruction to millions of innocent people. 


Not Planned 
For Revenge 


Although there are undoubtedly many who would 
feel that the sentences imposed were fitting retri¬ 
bution for the evils which the Nazi criminals had 
perpetrated, it ivas clearly indicated that revenge 
was not the motive of the trials nor did it influence their outcome. Rather, 
for the first time in history, these men w'bre tried in an impartial court 
of justice with all the rights of prisoners in any free country, for their 
fiendish crimes against humanity. If the Nuernberg trials have the effect 
Which it is hoped they will, statesmen in the future will be aware that 
they cannot bring peril upon people and nations at will without some 
day being liable to be called to account for their actions at a court such 
as was conducted at Nuernberg. 

The excuse put forth by the Nazi defendants in 
these trials, and by other war criminals before 
them, namely that they wero the tools of others, 
in higher positions, was not accepted. In refusing 
it, the court at Nuernberg established a precedent which should in the 
future deter statesmen and others in authority from instigating crimes 
such as were committed in Europe between 1939 and the defeat of Ger¬ 
many. During that time, millions of people were subjected to the cruelties 
of internment camps, extermination centres and other forms of degrada¬ 
tion and cruelty, such as the almost incredible treatment dealt to the 
[people of the village of Lidice. It is unthinkable that the world should 
again witness such horrors, and it is to be sincerely hoped that the lesson 
of the Nuernberg war tribunal will be well remembered, and will be instru¬ 
mental in preventing any repetition of violation of human rights such as 
have occurred during the last decade.

Survey Shows A 

Classes 

According to the survey of the 
principal classes of livestock on Can¬ 
adian farms as at June 1, 1946, 
decrease in number was recorded in 
all classes—horses, cattle, sheep, and 
hogs—compared with 1945, as fol¬ 
lows: 

Horses, 2,396,850 in 1946, a .de¬ 
crease of 187,950 since 1945. Milk 
cows, 3,913,9,00 in 1946, a falling off 
of 84,300 compared with the numbers 
at the corresponding date 
previous year. Cattle (including milk 
cows), 10,385,000 in 1946, a decline 
of 373,600 from 1945. Sheep and 
lambs, 3,378,400 in 1946, a drop of 
243,400. Hogs, 5,377,300 in 1946, is a 
decrease of 648,300. 

The decline of horses on farms oc¬ 
curred principally in the Prairie 
Provinces. In regard to sheep, the 
only Province showing a gain over 
1945 in numbers is Saskatchewan 
where a-slight increase is recorded 
(518,400 head as against 513,200 in 
1945). The all-over reduction in num¬ 
bers of sheep for Canada was 243,- 
400 or 6.7 per cent. 

Lake That Vanished 

Shee. Of Water Five Miles Across 
Disappears In Australia 

The mystery of the “lake that dis¬ 
appeared has Queensland, Australia, 
scientists puzzled — and disputing. 
Which of the theories advanced is 
correct may never be known, but 
these are the facts: 

Lake Nooga Nooga, situated on 
Warranilla station, north of the 
Carnarvon Range in Queensland, was 
a considerable body of water. At its 
widest part it was about five miles 
across; its depth varied from a few 
feet to 20. On Christmas Eve, 1944, 

muffled explosion was heard in the 
district. Local residents say that 
from then on the area of water 
steadily decrease^, Today, all that 
remains of Lake Nooga Nooga is a 
strip of mud about 100 yards by 20. 
Since the explosion, there has been 
no life in the lake. 

Residents in the locality believe the 
Christmas Eve explosion opened a 
channel to an underground shale lay¬ 
er, which is thought to run through 
to Springsure, 70 miles away. But a 
Queensland University geology pro-j 
fessor thinks evaporation, caused by j 
abnormally dry weather, is the real 
explanation of the lake’s disappear¬ 
ance. 

Two other “mysteries” on Queens¬ 
land’s Atherton Tableland are Lakes 
Barrine and Eacham. Though these 
two lakes are 3,000 feet above sea 
level and have no connection with 
any watercourse, they are tidal. The 
lakes are 15 miles apart and district 
residents believe they are connected 
by a subterranean channel. 

Local legend: A native woman was 
drowned in one of the lakes in the 
pioneer days, and her body was found 
in the other.

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THE CANADIAN CUSTOMS 
DEPARTMENT HAS CLARIFIED 
ALASKA HIGHWAY RULING 


OTTAWA. — Customs department 
officials reiterated a statement that! 
commercial good* are not allowed to 
move from the United States to 
Alaska over the Alaska highway un¬ 
less duty is paid. 

The subject came up earlier last 
week when Senator Warren G. Mag- 
nuson of Seattle protested to the 
American state department that 
American shipments were being bar¬ 
red on the highway. He said this was 
contrary to a United States-Canadian 
treaty but external authorities at Ot¬ 
tawa said there was no treaty. They 
reported discussions were under way 
with the United States in an effort 
to work out an arrangement for 
shipments. 

Under the present regulations, cus¬ 
toms department officials said, there 
is no provision for shipment of goods 
in bond by truck in Canada. 

The Ottawa outline of the situation ] 
conflicted to some extent with a 
statement made in Edmonton by W. 
J. Eveleigh, administrator of the 
Canadian section of the highway. Mr. 
Eveleigh said shipments had to be 
cleared with the customs and excise 
branch in Ottawa and then they were 
allowed to move. 

Customs officials said there was no 
arrangement for any such clearance. 

Mr. Eveleigh also referred to three 
shipments being' made recently and 
it was suggested here these might 
have been shipments of personal or 
household goods which are not sub¬ 
ject to duty. 

‘‘The only way commercial goods 
can enter Canada and move over the 
highway is for duty to be paid on 
them,” a customs authority said Sat¬ 
urday. "Shipment of commercial 
goods in bond by truck is not per¬ 
mitted anywhere in Canada."

MORE FOR EXPORT 

Restrictions Have Been Lifted On 
Canadian Alfalfa Seed ; 

OTTAWA.—Canadian alfalfa seed, 
export of which has been restricted 
over the last few years because of 
the world seed shortage, now may 
be exported to any country, the agri¬ 
culture department announced. 

The only formality now to be met 
by Canadian exporters is to have an 
export permit issued by the export 
permit branch of the trade depart¬ 
ment. 

Up to now the seeds committee of 
the International Emergency Food 
council, which Controlled all exports, 
restricted shipments to specified 
countries. Thursday, however, the de¬ 
partment was advised that alfalfa, 
seed has been removed from the alio-! 
cation list. 

Production of alfalfa seed in Can¬ 
ada this year was estimated at about 
9,000,000 pounds. Domestic require¬ 
ments will be about 5,500,000 pounds, 
leaving about 3,500,000 pounds avail¬ 
able for export.

Canadians Realize That New Savings 
Bonds Are Good Investment 
OTTAWA.—At the end of six sell¬ 
ing days, total sales of Canada sav¬ 
ings bonds reached $94,039,500, na¬ 
tional headquarters reported. The 
total for the sixth day was $17,297,-j 
150. 

Reports from Western Canada in¬ 
dicate country folk are out-buying 
urban residents. In many cases farm- 
! ers were going straight from grain 
i elevators to the banks and to in- 
j vestment dealer offices, turning in a 
substantial portion of their harvest 
] cheques for the new bonds. 


OTTAWA. — Recruiting for both 
the active and reserve forces of the 
post-war Canadian army is ‘.'pro¬ 
ceeding steadily,” defence headquart¬ 
ers announced, but there are still 
10,000 vacancies in the active force 
and an undisclosed number in the 
reserve force. 

The active force, when up. to 
strength, will number 25,000 officers 
and men, while a reserve strength of 
180,000 is planned. 

Headquarters said both forces are 
“swinging into action to recruit up 
to full strength as soon as possible,” 
and that recent approval of the new 
yates of pay, terms of service and 
the revised pension scheme had open¬ 
ed the way for a full-scale recruit¬ 
ing drive. 

Military districts across Canada 
now are being given instructions to 
start filling their assigned quotas by 
enlisting volunteers from either vet¬ 
erans or young men who have had 
no previous military training. 

Since the number of additional re¬ 
cruits required for the active force 
is not large, it is not intended to 
operf recruiting offices, but informa¬ 
tion on how to enlist will be atail- 
able to prospective recruits on appli¬ 
cation to any army unit—reserve or 
active—in Canada.

To Compete For Tennis Trophy 
NEW YORK.—The American Dav¬ 
is cup team will leave San Francisco 
Nov. 15 by Pan-American plane for 
Australia, where the challenge round 
for the international tennis trophy 
will be played the last week in Dec¬ 
ember, Walter Pate, non-playing 
American captain, announced. 

The party is due to reach Sydney 
on Nov. 18. It will mark the first 
time an American Davis cup team 
has flown to the site of a title 
match. 


SUMNER WELLES SAYS UNITED 
NATIONS' SECURITY COUNCIL 
SAVED WORLD FROM ANARCHY 


MONTREAL. — Existence of the 
United Nations, during the critical 
post-war period, has had the effect 
“of saving humanity from world an¬ 
archy,” Sumner Welles, former un¬ 
dersecretary of state for the United 
States, Said here. 

The fact that the security council 
of the United Nations existed, and 
that its authority wgs recoginzed in 
practice, made it possible for such 
grave disputes as those involved in 
the case of Iran, Spain and Greece 
either to be solved or at least to be 
led into channels where a just and 
pacific solution could still be found, 
he said. 

“'fhe United Nations must be 
strengthened and improved but this 
must be done on practical grounds j 
rather than by advocating the im- j 
mediate formation of a system of i 
world government.” 

Russia has already expressed her; 
opposition to world government, Mr. i 
Welles recalled, and the United j 
States would likely feel reluctant to | 
support it. 

Establishment of a just peace 
would more likely be realized if the 
lesser powers among the United Na¬ 
tions were afforded a far greater op¬ 
portunity of shaping the decisions 
reached than that they had yet been 
accorded. 

“A majority of the lesser powers 
have had no individual axe to grind. 
They are motivated solely by an 
overwhelming desire to see the con¬ 
clusion of a peace that can last.” 

The compromises at the peace con¬ 
ference at Paris on Trieste, Italian 
colonies, freedom, of navigation on 
the Danube, fhe frontier between 
Italy and Yugoslavia and other issues 
could not make for the establishment 
of any lasting peace, he said. 

“These treaties represent only the 
lesser part of the peace-making 
problem. If the peace treaties with 
Germany and . with Japan are to 
prove to be of the same nature as 
those now adopted, the results will 
necessarily be- even more dangerous. 

Referring to factors contributing to 
the mutual distrust of Russia and 
the western democracies, he said that 
what is required today is the persist¬ 
ent and patient effort on the part of 
the governments of the west to find 
those fair solutions for the practical 
problems which are keeping us apart
